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1928, a Record Year 








ITH the release by the N. A. C. C. of the production 
figures for November, it becomes certain that 1928 
will break the previous record, which was established in 
1926. Last year is left far behind. 
During November our motor vehicle plants turned out | 
a total of 280,000 units, against 266,000 units in the same 
month of 1926. This places the total production for the 
eleven months of 1928 at 4,367,584. During the same period 
of 1926 the total was 4,328,239. In 1927 the eleven months’ 
total was 3,436,755. ; 
With only December production out, we are faced with 
this situation: In 1926 the industry established a record for 
the last month of the year of 175,000. There is every reason 





to believe that this will be surpassed during the month’s 
operations on which we are now engaged. The chances are | 
that the total output for 1928 will surpass the old 1926 | 
record by some 50,000 units. 

In analyzing the record made in the present year, we 
must remember that Ford, one of the heaviest producers, did 
not get into important production until the middle of the} 
year. Chevrolet will undoubtedly hold first position this| 
year with a production comfortably over the million mark | 


and a generally understood schedule of 1,250,000 for 1929. | 
Ford will be a real factor in the 1929 production race, and 
there is every reason to believe that more cars will be turned | 
out by the industry next year than the forthcoming 1928} 
record figure. 
The Automotive Daily News many weeks ago called | 
attention to the fact that vehicle manufacturers had laid 
out a program for 1929 calling for a production of 
6,000,000 passenger motor cars. Col. Ayers of Cleveland 
has since confirmed our estimate with the statement that 
a total of 7,000,000 vehicles, both passenger and commer- 
cial, were being scheduled. We believe that such produc- 
tion is beyond the ability of the market, domestic and 
export, to absorb. There must be a revision of schedules 
to meet the actual market, but nevertheless the year 1929 
holds forth every promise of being a record period with 
the industry enjoying record prosperity. 


Labor Gets Most | 


NE of the problems that assail nations, even so prosper-}| 


O ous a one as this of ours, is that of unemployment. | 
It sometimes happens that the country as a whole is in rea- | 
sonably good shape, with money fairly plentiful, and yet 
there is a floating population which is not able to share in| 
the general prosperity. During the late political campaign |

many references were made to this problem of unemploy- | 
ment, with fervent promises of an earnest intention to cure 
the ills that exist. 

In this connection it may not be out of order to call to 
the attention of politicians the fact that in no other way in | 
which public money can be spent does labor benefit to the 
same extent as it does from road building. The Iowa State 
Highway Commission has recently issued an interesting bul- | 
letin, based on exhaustive survey and showing that labor 
receives 52 per cent. of all money spent on road building. 

The Iowa road authorities found that it cost their state 
an average of $28,184 to build a mile of hard-surfaced high- | 
way. Of this amount $15,706 goes to labor through various | 
channels. The rest of the cost is distributed follows: 
Stone, $3,441; cement, $5,856; reinforcing steel, $850: 
freight, $5,520; grading, $2,000, and miscellaneous items, | 
including profits, $8,517. 

The answer would seem to be that when unemploy- 
ment bothers a nation, the best thing it can do it to plunge 
into an orgy of road building. This is an extremely good 
angle frova which highway development enthusiasts may 
promot’, their campaigns for increased road construction.
